For the mind to be complacent in the consciousness & 
its rectitude of thinking, wriling, or acting, disregarding 
the scornful or resentful feelings of many who may be 
thereby provoked, attests a rare and dignificd constitution 
of its character. Thisis however an essential ingredient 
in every circumstance of life, or truth of sentiment and pu- 
rity of conduct, with all the advantages derived from them 
to ourselves and society, will be sacrificed to a low- 
thonghted selfishness or a dastardly and criminal fear.— 
This independent frame of mind is so indispensible to the 
critic, that, without it, talents would be pernicious ia pro- 
portion to its vigour; and ignorance, vanily, an.t assurance, 
would reap much of that profit and praise, which is the 
rightful reward only of genius and worth. ‘The critic ia 
Art, especially, ought to be armed with this spirit, as be 
can scarcely fail of exciting the discontent and dislike of al- 
most every Professor; fer nowe ate excmpt from faults, 
while they cannot Bgook being told of them. Each is 
covious of the praise bestowed ow others, and regards it as 
too much, if not altogetheragndeserved, while he thisks he 
is never sufficiently praiscd, and always wrongly censured. 
Huwever, therefore, the critic may please the disinterested 
amateur, he is sure to be censured by a great portion of Pro- 
fessyrs, and lo he pronounced by them ignoraat, parlial, of 
malignant, in proportign to bis indepesdence of mind. 
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When we consider the difficully of obtaining by indus- ! 
even when united to genius, a tolerable, much less a 
comfortable aud genteel suppert, in this land of grinding | 
taxation,—when we consider that Actists suffer, in common
